John Ferguson of Grouard 
Dist. To Hang on Aug. 6th 
For Murder of Louis Jobin

PEACE RIVER, June 23.—John 
Ferguson, of the Grouard district, 
charged with the murder of Louis 
Jobin, was sentenced yesterday by 
Hon. Mr. Justice Boyle to be 
hanged on the 6th day of August. 


The jury brought in a recommenda- 
tion of merey, but as the law provides 
for no other sentence for the crime of 
murder, His Lordship was unable to 
take it into consideration, but stated 
that he would lay the matter fully 
before the minister of justice. 

His Lordship stated that Parliament 
had relieved both the jury and the 
judge from any responsibility as to 
the severity of the penalty in con- 
nection with the crime of murder and 
imposed on the judge the absolute duty 
of passing the death sentence when 
the verdict was one of guilty for this 
offense. 

The summary of the evidence shows 
that the accused had been working for 
Jobin off and on for a period of about 


two years and there was a mutual 
affection between him and _ Jobin's 
daughter, Marcella. Their marriage, 


Whannell Murder 
Case Adjourned 
Till Next Court

PEACE RIVER, June 27.—The 
James Whannell murder case 
came to a sudden end on Tuesday 
when application of Defense 
counsel, G. W. Baldwin, for an 
adjournment @o the next sitting of 
a competent court to enable him 
to prepare a defense based on a 
plea of insanity, was granted by 
Mr. Justice Boyle. 


Mr. Frawley, crown prosecutor, em- 
phasized the great cost the crown had 
been put to in the case and stated 
that it was the belief of himself and 
the police that the defense was ready, 
but he did not object or consent, He 
suggested hearing the evidence of Dr. 
Cc. A. Baragar, psychiater, who had 
examined the accused during the 
morning, but agreed with the Judge 
that under the circumstances this 
would not be in order. 

In granting the adjournment the 
judge suggested to the attorney 
general that Whannell be placed under 
observation at a suitable place, so that 
expert evidence may be obtained at a 
latter date as to+the sanity of tne 
accused, He will no doubt be sent to 
Ponoka, where there is every facility 
for this purpose. 

Court opened at 10 a.m. and was 
adjourned until 2 p.m. at the request 
of Mr. Frawley, who stated that at 
that time he would be ready to nro- 
ceed. At 2 p.m. court was opceiel 
again and the jurymen removed fron 
the room while Mr. Baldwin's applica- 
tion was discussed. Upon being re- 
called the jurymen were told of the 
judge’s decision and discharged. 

The next regular sitting of Supreme 
Court will be in December, but it is 
possible that a special sitting will be 
held to deal with the case if after 
observation the accused is found to 
be sane and capable of knowing right 
from wrong, in the opinion of experts.

“Could alfalfa which on our river 
flat grows three feet tall be success- 
fully cut with a binder for hay- 
making?” was a question recently put. 
Though unable to cite any experience 
to support the opinion, we see ni 
reason why such a practice should not 
be successful, At various experi- 
mental stations as well as on private 
farms the best way thus far found for 
making sweet-clover hay is to bind In 
moderately small sheaves and cure in 
long stooks, preferably set north and 
south. Thus handled, the sweet clover 
will go through a long period of wet 
weather without spoiling and the loss 
of leaves is reduced to a minimum. 
The plant ought to work as well with 
alfalfa wherever it grows tall enough 
to render the method feasible.

Prudence 


In a certain way of speaking, man 
conquers nature as he masters a horse 
—using his wits. In training a colt 
he does not attempt the impossible by 
pitting his personal strength against 
that of the animal, Realizing by ex- 
perience what he can and cannot do, 
he exercises ingenuity to circumvent 
the colt until it comes to accept his 
control so well that a child may direct 
it, With all his science man_ still 
stands helpless to prevent Nature's de- 
vastating forces of frost, hail, drouth 
and flood, though he may mitigate 
the two latter to some slight extent 
by wise conservation policies, What 
man may and must do in winning the 
wilderness is to adapt himself wisely 
to conditions, reducing hazards by 
judicious diversification, choosing suit- 
able kinds and varieties of crops and 
live stock, employing native species 
where possible and observing Nature to 
eatch her hints. Her laws are vio- 
lated at our peril. For a time we may 
escape the penalties, but sooner or

Rye Versus Sweet Clover as Green 
Manure 
A purchased field that was first 


summerfallowed and then cropped suc- 
cessively to wheat, oats, oats has not 
yielded to my satisfaction, I have 
decided to sow fall rye this year and 
next year plow the green rye back 
into the soil, The land is plowed and 
harrowed.—R. C., Wanham, Alta. 

Ans.: The plowing under of a crop 
of green rye would be of doubtful 
benefit to the ensuing crop, but might 
confer some benefit in the lon#*run by 
increasing the organic content of the 
soil, 

Sweet clover would do this while at 
the same time adding nitrogen from 
atmospheric sources. We = strongly 
recommend the clover instead of the 
rye. It could be sown any time now 
without a nurse crop. Of course, on 
land that has not previously grown 
either this crop or alfalfa inoculation 
must not be neglected.

Why Meadows Need Plenty of Rain 

Moisture determinations were made 
on the Substation June 13-14 to deter- 
mine to what extent various crops 
deplete the moisture present in the 
soil at the beginning of the season 
(In 1984 the storage had been much 
ampler than usual.) In old stands of 
alfalfa soil moist enough to make a 
ball was not encountered at thirty- 
four inches, while in a 1933 seeding 
the soil was powdery for the first 
eighteen inches with abundant mois- 
ture from down to eighty inches. Nine 
tests made in plots of western rye 
grass and of vastous combinations of 
grasses for hay revealed much the 
same results as in the alfalfa. In only 
one case in western rye grass was 
moist soil encountered between eleven 
and twenty-sevn inchs, Tsts made in 
a spring-wheat field on both spring 
and fall-plowing revealed moisture to 
twenty-five inches in each case, Under 
this year’s seeding of sweet clover on 
land summerfallowed in 1933 moisture 
was found to twenty-three inches on a 
knoll and to forty-five inches on level 
ground, Timothy sod plowed in 1933 
and now growing wheat revealed 
moisture to a depth of eighty inches, 
while in wheat growing on a mixed

Buffalo Berry Hedge 
I have been told you have had ex- 
perience in planting and growing the 
common buffalo berry. I note it makes 
a stock-tight hedge. Could you advise 
me how to plant the berries to grow 
the plants, as I do not think T would 


care to dig the trees for they are too 
thorny? 
There are many of these shrubs 


growing in the coulees here, and my 
wife has made wonderful catsup of 
the berries late in the season when 
they are quite ripe, If they could be 
grown from seed like caragana, IT am 
sure it would be an easy matter to 
start such a hedge, 

If it is possible to pick the berries 
when ripe and plant them either that 
fall or the next spring, I would be very 
glad to have you advise me how it is 
done.—H. A. S., MacRorie, Sask. 

Ans.: We have had no experience 
in growing the buffalo berry as a 
hedge, although quite a number of 
specimens are placed as individual 
shrubs, The late Mr. Hassard had a 
very fine hedge of this plant in the 
town of Medicine Hat and encouraged 
us to try it in that way. We never 
got around to it, although there is 
good reason to believe that it would 
make a_ successful hedge, for our 
specimens branch very close to the 
ground and have a dense habit of 
growth that would be intensified, no 
doubt, by cutting back, There is no 
reason why small plants could not be 
transplanted, affording a quicker start 
than would otherwise be obtained, 

The method of using pulpy seeds 
which we generally follow is this: 

Pick the seed when dead ripe and 
on a finé sieve, 
Wash the mess with plenty of water, 
which takes through most of the finer 


pulp, leaving the coarse pulp and 
seeds. Put on a wire tray to dry, 
stirring occasionally so it will not 


When dry, rub the pulp be- 
tween the hands or against the wire 
hottom of the tray and the seed should 
separate readily, Put through a small 
fanning mill or clean in the wind,

Carbohydrate foods 
cannot be used by the body, sugar ac- 
cumulated in the blood and, later, is 
present in the urine. The amount of

or two @ day.

Diabetes occurs at all ages. A num- 
ber of young children develop the dis- 
ease, but the majority of cases occur 
after forty. Diabetes is found chiefly 
among those who, after reaching mid- 
die life, overeat and, as a result, be- 
come overweight. Diabetes is the 
penalty these individuals pay for their 
over-indulgence in food. 


Diet was the only treatment avail- 
able before the discovery of insulin. 
Diet is just as important as it ever 
was, but, in many cases, diet alone is 
not @ satisfactory treatment. In such 
cases, insulin allows the diabetic to 
eat and use sufficient starches and 
sugars to maintain health and 
strength. 

It is most important that the dia- 
betic give careful attention to his 
general health, He should be scrupu- 


lously clean about his body. Any 
abnormal condition, such as infected 
teeth or other focal infection, should 


receive proper treatment without de- 


lay. Exercise is essential, as exercise 
helps to use up the sugars and 
starches 


Success in treatment rests with the 
patient. He requires regular medical 
supervision to instruct and guide him 
along the way, but his fate lies in his 
own hands. The diabetic who uses 
insulin and diet properly may hope for 
years of health and happiness. 

To avoid diabetes, those of middle 
age or later years should keep their 
weight at or a little below the average. 
This is another way of saying that 
diabetes does not usually occur among 
those who maintain a normal weight 
by combining moderation in eating 


with reasonable exercise.

ALLERGY 


It is a fact that you may have a 
running nose, or swollen spots on 
your skin, or that you may struggle 
for breath, all from the same cause. 
To put this fact in other words, we 
might say that hay fever, asthma, and 
hives and other skin disorders are re- 
lated one to the other in that they 
all represent a reaction which is 
known as allergy. 

The pollen of some grasses will 
cause hay fever; a strawberry may 
bring out a crop of hives and a fea- 
ther pillow be responsible for an asth- 
matic attack, all because some people 
have a peculiar sensitiveness to cer- 
tain substances which have no effect 
upon the vast majority of persons.

For best results in the artificial in- 


| cubation of chicks, it is well to re- 
member that good healthy breeding 
stock is more than half a successful 


hatch. The fresher the eggs the bet- 
ter the chance of a good hatch. Do 
not let broody hens sit on the eggs 
before being gathered, says Mr. F. C. 
Elford, Dominion Poultry Husband- 
man, nor allow the eggs to become 
chilled. If eggs have to be kept sev- 


eral days before incubation, it is bet- 
ter to keep them in a covered box or 
pail and not in an open basket, as it 
allows too much evaporation. Keep 
the eggs in a fairly even temperature 
of from 50 to 60 degrees Fahr.
